eset by throngs of interested persohs, prom-

eves, Asthe foreman reached the sidewalk 
the large crowd assembled there ourst into 
iumultous cheers which were renewed as 
each juror made his way outof the court- 
house. 
HOW THE JURY STOOD. 
The foreman spated td a representative of 
the associated press that five ballots were 
taken by+the jury. The first ballot was upon 
the question of the existerice of a conspiracy, 
and the ballot resulted in a vote of three for 
nine against conspiracy. On the seeond bal- 
lot @ was increased to 10, although the vote 
was then upon the innocence or guilt of de- 
fendants. Their voteremained unchanged un- 
til about 8 o’clock this morning, when an ac- 
quittal was agreed upon. Ker was the only 
representative of the prosecution in court when 
he verdict was returned, and Carpenter, 
Dorsey's counsel, congratulated him as the 
niy one of the government's counsel having 
luck toshow in the hour of defeat. Ker 
ays he was this morning: informed by a 
court officer that Ingersol had said that the 
jury would return a verdict of acquittal. He 
added that other indictments against Brady 
would be pressed. Of course it would be 
necessary for the court to enter an order set- 
iug aside Rerdell’s plea of guilty. 
DELVING INO THE JURY ROOM, 

Information gathered from the members of 
the jury disclose the fact that several inform- 
al votes were taken in addition to those al- 
ready mentioned. A vote on the question of 
innocence or guilt of all the defendants, ex- 
cepting Brady, stood nine for acquittal and 
three for conviction, the latter votes being 
cast by jurors Horrigan, Sheriff and Green. 
[n Brady’s case the jury stood ten to two in 
favor of ‘acquittal, the two negative votes be- 
ing cast by Horrigan and Sheriff. Of the ju- 
rors who voted for acquittal, Messrs. Evans, 
Lowery, Gill and Renshaw, gave as their rea- 
son for voting in that way that they failed to 
find any proof of the existence of a conspir- 
acy. Juror Sheriff, who at first voted 
for conviction, said that in the minds of some 
of the jurors there was doubt as to the inno- 
cence of the defendants, but that after long 
deliberation the jurors feitit to be their duty to 
resolve that doubt in favor of the defendants. 
He thought that if the government, with all 
of its power in a six months trial, could not 
convict a man, he ought-to be acquitted. 
Sheriff further said that the extreme length 
of the trial, the large amount oforal testi 
mony and documentary evidence in the 
case,and the long arguments of counsel,seem- 
ed to have had the eflectof befogging the 
mindsof the jury, sothat they toundita 
dificult matter to reach any firm and fixed 
convictton. 
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WHAT THE LAWYERS BAY: 

Bliss, Kerr and Merrick we found seated in 
the office of the lass named gentleman, appa- 
rently in a philosophical! frame of mind. ; 

“Whatcan I say for the government's side 
of the case?” asked the reporter. 

“Has it any case?’ queried Mr. Merrick, 
smiliogly. “Was it not killed this morn- 
ing’?’’ 
None of the goyernment counsel expressed 
any surprise at the verdict, Mr. Merrick sar- 


castically remarking that they had been in- 
formed authoritatively by counsel for 
the defense what they might expect. As 


to Rerdell, said Mr. Bliss: “Justice as well 
as technicalities of law required the govern- 
ment counsel formally to move that his plea 
of guilty be set aside, and that he be released. 
Ex Senator Kellogg and General Brady will 
on Monday next be called upon to plead to 
the indictments in their Cases, It is not 
probable that the trial of the Kellogg-Brady 
cases will take place before next autumn, 4s 
precedence will be given to cases of local im- 
portance, 
AN INCIDENT, 

Judge William Lilly died of rheumatism of 
the heart this morning at his residence in this 
city. He is the lawyer who was at one time 
employed by Dorsey in connection with his 
defense in the star route trial. He visited 
Dorsey at bis house to push bis claim for com- 
pensation. A wrangle occurred, and Dorsey 
committed an assault upon Lilly, for which 
the latter iustituted suit for $10,000 damages. 
He was seventy years oid. 

WHAT THE PROSECUTION SAY. 

George Biiss, of counsel for the prosecution, 
in the star route case, was interviewed to-day 
concerning the.yerdict, and said it had been 
a sg ye w bim and his associated counsel. 


no lawyer would care to say that they had 
been improperly influenced. He believed 
that the members of the jurv had been mis- 
taken, but that wasall. heir opinions must 
be accepted as honest. Speaking of the 
further proceedings against the defendants, 
who have just been acquitted, he said he 
thought the cases against Brady, Kellogg and 
others, who were indicted with Brady, 
would go over until fall, as 
Judge Wylie proposed to hear cases of local 
importance, befure again taking up the star 
route cases against Dorsey, Vaile and Miner. 
There were practically no more criminal 
cases. One indictment against them was on 
record, but it was one which had been laid 
aside, because of the fact that Rerdell's ini- 
tials and Vaile’s name were improperly 
set down in it, and moreover it 
did not differ materially from the one upon 
which the the jury had jast rendered a ver- 
dict of acquittal. As to’ the proposed civil 
suits against the defendants he could say. lit- 
tie. He did not think the civil proceedings 
could be successfully maintained against 
Brady, as he had not derived money from the 
government for se:vices in carrying mails, 
Proceedings in the civil suits 
would be for the recovery of 
money paid to contractorsimproperly, money 
for which no services had been rendered, or 
money paid for illegally expedited service. 
He said he did not know whether he would 
have charge of the civil suitsor not, but knew 
that he would not take the management of 
them, if they were.to be prosecuted in Wash- 
ington, or at any considerable distance from 
New York city. He did not think the gov- 
ernment would want to begin any of the civil 
suits in Washington. 


THE BUZZARD’S ROOST. 


Meet'ng of the Consptirators at Ingersoll’s Residence— 
Beer and Flapdoodie. 

WasHinotoy, June 14.—There was a large 
gathering of fiends of the star route defen- 
dants at Ingersoll’s house to-night. Indoors 
‘the acquitted mea,iheir counsel and a large 
number of their more intimate friends, many 
of them women, met to exchange mutual 
congratulations. Out in the street a crowd 
numbering two or three hundred persons had 
gathered parily out of curiosity,and partly to 
express their sympaihy with the defendants, 
They cheered Ingersoll and the other counsel], 
as well asthe defendants and the jury, and 
called for speeches. Ingersoll, Wilson and 
Carpenter spoke briefly, denouncing the goy- 
ernment for its tacticsin the star route trials, 
eulogizing the jury .which acquitted the de- 
fendants, and congratulating the -latter and 
their friends. The crowd indoors and out was in 
full sympathy with the speakers. Inside the 
house the women waved their handkerchiefs 
and clapped their hands in applause, and the 
crowd outside became hoarse in its enthusi- 
asm. Brady, J. W. Dorsey, Miner and Vaile 
mingled with the groupsin [ngersoll’s par- 
lors, and received the congratulations of their 
friends. Mrs. 8. W. Dorsey, Mrs, Peck, and 


half a dozen Other women, near 
réfatives of the defendants, moved 
about chatting and laughing’ with 
acquaintances. All of the men who have 


been prominent as sympathizers with the de- 
fendants were presentin the house, and the 
crowd outside was made up of people whose 
faces were conspicious in the court room dur- 
ing the trial. . Ingersoll’s speech was short 
and vigorous. He hailed the verdict 
of the jury as a victory for 
truth and justice, as notice to administration 
that it couid not terrorize a jury by indicting 
jurymen, and a warning to the president that 
he could not furce a verdict by turning hon- 
est servants out of oflice. Jere Wilson, also 
defendant’s counsel, spoke briefly, congratu- 
lating those present on the circumstances 


which brought them together, and 
on the evidence which their pres- 
ence gave that they approved 


what had been done by twelve honest men of 
the district of Colunrima. Carpenter, another 
of the defendants’ counsei, speke at consid 
erable length. He said the qecasion was 
fraught with interest not only to the defend- 
ants, but to the district ot! Columbia and to 


the government of the United States. 
If the government of the 
United States continued to use means 


such as were used in these trials, to trample 
upon the ,rights of the defendants, and to 
convict them, whether guilty or not, free 
government could not be said to exist. One 
thing, he said, was stronger than this govern- 
ment or any other, and that was the power of 
eternal justice. The government had found 
out that truth is omnipotent, and pubdlic jus- 
lice certain. The prosecution, he said, was 
conceived in conspiracy, brought torth in per- 
jury, and suckled in faisehood. 
WINE AND BEER. , 

At the conclusion of the speechmaking In- 
gersoll invited the crowd into the house, 
where liquid refreshments were served. One 
of those who came into the house was Juror 
Evans. He was seized by Mrs. Dorsey and 
Mrs. Peck, who, linking arms with him, en- 
thusiastically escorted him through the par- 
lors, presenting him to every .ody as one of 
the twelve hunest men. After an hour or so 
of handshaking the crowd dispersed. 

INGERSOLL’S TALK. 

Ingersoll when asked by an Associated press 
reporter if he had anything to say about the 
verdict replied, ‘‘Victory is the only revenge 
I want. I think itis the most popular ver- 
dict that has been given in this country for 
many years?’ 


THE OHIO PROHIBITIONISTS. 


The Ohio Dry Ticket People Meet and Nominate 4 
Can didate. . 

Co_umbus, Ohio, June 14.—The state probi- 
bition convention met here thig morning, 
and wasthe largest ever: held in Ohio, 300 
delegates being present. The convention 
was very harmonious.. The principles pro- 
mulgated indorse the national platform 
adopted at Chicago in August last, and de- 
nounce the policy of personal liberty ad- 
vanced by the democrats, and the policy of 
taxation embodied in the Scott and Pond 
laws, passed by the republicans; also, the 
republican measures dorset. the Sunday 
law, andthe law prohibiting drinking on 
the premises. They condemn the taxation 
proposition of the constitutional amend- 
ment, and favor the adoption of a prohibitory 
clause, and recognize the value of tbe educa- 
tion of youth in schools against the use of 
liquor. A full state ticket was nominated, 
headed as follows: Governor, Ferdinand

THE MAINE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Bancor, Me., June 14.—About forty per- 
sons composed the state convention of prohi- 
bitionists today. A greeting was received 
from the prohibitory convention at Colum- 
bus, Ohio. Resolutions indorse the national 
platform adopted at Chieago in 1852. They 
urge the importance of making prohibition 
the parameunt principle, so when in 
power the party can relied upon 
to enforce the same in the 
state and nation. They suggest that as 
there is no question at issue between the 
two great political parties, it 1s now a very 
favorable time for the friends of temperance 
to array themselves on the probibi piat- 
form. They recommend the introductiog of 
temperance text books in the public schools, 
and pledge in the Sabbath schools, and hoeld- 
ing of monthly temperance meetin to 
awaken public sentiment, and prepate for the 
contest in 1884.

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OLEOMARGERINE, 


A Decision at Kansas City Generally Adverse to Pat- 
ent Butter. 


Kansas City, June 14.—In the United States 
circuit court to-day Justice Miller delivered 
an opinion in an oieomargerine case argued 
two weeks ago. The decision generally is ad- 


verse to the oleomeargerine company. The 
case briefly is as follows: John 
Brosnaban, Jr., agent of the 
Southern Dairy company of Louis- 


ville, Ky., was arrested for selling oleomarga- 
rine, which is a misdemeanor under the Mis- 
souri statute. The case was brought before 
the United States circuit court under a habe- 
as corpus. {nthe opinion the court holds 
that its jurisdiction +s only in the case of viv- 
lation of the constitution or the law of con- 
gress, and does not cover the present case; 
that it isa case for the state courts, and the 
prisoner is therefore remanded, Petitioner 
argued that the statute was illegal because 
it prohibited the manutacture and sale of 
an article which is patented under the Uni- 
ted States laws; that it interfered with inter- 
state commerce, and nullified the value of 
certain legitimate property. The court 
maintains that the right under the patent 
laws is simply protective as against competi- 
tors; that it secures to the inventor only the 
monopoly of his invention; therefore the 
statute in question is not antagonistic; sec- 
ond, it is not a_ restriction of the 
commerce between states, but ton- 
cetns only traflic within this state; third, it 
ddége not destroy the value of property, but 
sidfply punishes the offender under the 
s te. The court acknowledges the peti- 
tiomer's proof of the wholesomeness of oleo- 
margarine, but the case can be considered 
only upon the question of jurisdiction, He-

CROOK'S CAPTIVES. 


The Government to Hold Them os Prisoners of War— 
What Will be Done with Th. m. 

Wasuincron, June 14.—TLhe indians cap- 
tured by General Crook in Mexico, will be 
beld as prisoners of war, until such time as 
the interior department is prepared to take 
charge of them. Two considerations will 
have weight in determining where to put 
them; first, the importance of locating them 
at such a distance from the Mexican bdrder 
that they wili be unable to repeat 
their periodical raids; and Ssec- 
ond; to = avoid bringing them in 
contaét with other tribes, who are now well 
disposed and peaceable, but upon whom they 
mightexert an evil influence. Upon this 
subject Secretary Teller to-day sent to Secre- 
tary Lincoln a letter in which be says: ‘I 
understand that General Crook will soon re- 
turn to the vicinity of San Carlos agency with 
& large number of renegade Indians, who are 
guilty of murder, theft and other crimes. | 
do nut think these Indians ought to be allow- 
ed to return tothe agency. Such, I know, 
has been the ‘practice. There can be no per- 
manent peace if these Indians are allowed to 
murder people, steal their stock, and then 
surrender themselves, and return to the 
agency to be supported by the government. 
I think the criminals should be held -as 
prisoners, and punished for their. crimes. 
fhe children shonid be taken from their pa- 
rents,and putin schools. I think we can 
accept and care forthe children of schoo! 
age,

An Qld Citizen of Taliahassee Ktiled—A Lynching 
Party Thwarted. 

Ustontown, Pa., June 14.—The coroner’s 
jury returned a merely formal verdict that 
N. L. Dukes came to his death by shooting, at 
the hands of James Nutt. Popular feeling 
runs high in favor of Nutt, and against triai 
by the tribunal which acquitted Dukes for the 
murder of young Nutt’s father. it is said 
that Nutt recently told his mother that 
Dukes had met himin the street, and had 
laughed in his face. Upon D@kes’ body was 
found the same revolver with which he killed 
Captain Nutt, and a large bowie knife. Hon. 
H. W. Playford and A. D. Boyd, prominent 
Jawyers, have been'retained, to defend Nutt. 
Dukes’ friends sought to retain Hon. Charles 
I’. Boyle to prosecute Nutt, but Boyle refused, 
It seems doubtful whether any member of 
the bar in Fayette county will appear against 
Nutt, and the task will tall upon the district 
attorney.

| CONVICTED OF TREASON 


AND SENTENCED TO LIFE LONG 
PENAL SERVITUDE. 


The Close of thé Tris! of Dr. Gallagher, Wtitehead and 
Associates—Four cf the Prisoners Found 
Guilty end Two Relsased—Gent to Prison 
For Life—A Piot Agsinet Informers 


Loxpoyx, June 14.—The trial of Dr. Gal- 
lagher, Bernard Gallagher, Whitehead, Car- 
tin, Wilson and Ansburgh, who are charged 
with treason felony, was ,continued this 
morning before a special court constituted 
therefor, viz.: Lord Chief Justice Coleridge; 
Justice Brett, of the court of appeals, and 
Justice Grave, of the court of common pleas, 
The court stated that it considered the evi- 
dence against Bernard Gallagher and Ans- 
burgh sufficient to be submitted to & jury. 
Justice Grave concurred in the decision, but 
wi.hout expressing an opinion as to the ulti- 


mate result, though there were grave doubts 
as to the sufficiency of the evidence against 
Ansburgh. Mr. Clark, Q C., of counsel for 
the defense, challenged the crown to point to 
a single syllable of. evidence given at 
the trial, outside of that of Informer Lynch, 
which showed that the intention of the pris- 
oners was to assail the authority of the 
crown so as to overawe parliameat. He de- 
clared that Bernard Gallagher’s statement 
contained no evidence against anybody but 
himself. Clark maintained that Lynch’s ey- 
idence was not a voluntary confession of an 
honest man, who had been inadvertently led 
into a plot, but wag a calculated revelation, 
increasing in scope as the necessity grew of 
incriminating his friends to save himself. 
There was nothing to support his statement 
relative to the expense of the club in Amer- 
ica, whose object it was to free Ireland by 
force. His statements were not in the least 
degree credible. The manner in which they 
were prepared had rendered them untrust 
worthy. He particularly noticed that Lynch, 
since the examination of the prisonersin Bow 
street police court, bad unaccountably re- 
membered that-the oaths he took in New 
York contained reference to the ‘‘Irish repub- 
lic.’”’ Clark appealed to the jury to resist 
popular prejudice. This speech was a most 
impressive one. Whitehead expressed a de- 
sire to address the jury himself, and his 
counsel therefore retired. 
WHITEHEAD SPEAKS, . 

Whitehead, speaking in his own behalf, 
said there was no evidence to show that the 
nitro-glycerine found in his factory was in- 
tended for an ifegal purpose. He declared. 
that it was meant for mining purposes, like 
thousands of tons of the same article made in 
Iingland every year. The press had exagger- 
ated his case. He exhorted the jury to deal 
with it impartially as they would with any 
other case. Ausburg declared that he was as 
God Almighty of the 
charge preferred against him, and that his 
meetings with Dr. Gallagher were purely ac- 
cidental Wilson announced to the court 
that as far as he was concerned he left the 
case where it stood. Mr. Matherson, on be- 
haif of Bernard Gailagher, agreed that there 
was no case against his client, as he had acted 
while under the influence of liquor. Hesaid 
there was nothing suspicious in an elder 
brether, who was better off than the younger 
one, sending money to the latter. He confi- 


dently asked for a discharge of the 
prisoner. Mr. .Matherson admitted that 


Bernard had a general knowledge of the hos- 
tile designs of the dynamiters, but said it 
must be remembered that he was a resident 
of Brooklyn, and could not be judged by the 
same standard as an Englishman was. It 
was@ matter of common knowledge that a 
plot existed in America for the manufacture 
of dymemiteder.use against England, almost 
with the eennivance of the American gov- 
ernment. 
A PROTEST AGAINST COUNSEL. 

Messrs. Clarke and Rowlands, of counsel 
forthe defense, protested against this ian- 
guage, and declared that there was no proof 
that such was the case. Justice Brett declar- 
ed that counsel had no right to make such a 
remark. Hesaid there was no proof of the 
existence in America of plots or of a conni- 
vance thereat on the part of the government 
of that country. Lord Chief Justice Coler- 
idge also rebuked Mr. Matherson for his re- 
mark. Hesaid: “I think it is only due to 
our friendly relations with a great yovern- 
ment that you unreservedly withdraw your 
statement.’’ Mr. Matherson said he would 
gladly accede to the ruling of the court. The 
case for the defense was then closed, and Sir 
l’arrer Herschell, solicitor general, replied on 
part of the prosecution. 

THE COURT'S REMARKS, 

(‘pon the conclusion of the solicitor gen- 

eral’s remarks, Lord Chief Justice Coleridge 


delivered his charge to the jury. He said: 
The case against J/r. Thomas Gallagher, 


Whitehead and Wilson was much stronger 
than against the others. He declared that the 
assertion that nitro glycerine was intended 
for legitimate purposes was incredible. No 
legitimate trader would have carried it about 
London as it bad been carried by Whitehead, 
‘jolting over rough streets in cabs. The jury 
retired at 5:35 o’clock and soon re- 
turned a verdict of guilty against 
Dr. Gallagher, Wilson, W hitehead, 
and Curtin, and of not guilty in the case of 
Ausburgh and Bernard Gallagher. The four 
men found guilty were then sentenced to 
life-long penal servitude. The finding in the 
case of the four convited nien was ‘‘guilty on 
all counts of the indictment.’’ Dr. Gallagher 
protested bis innocence. He said the time 
would come when the matter would be put 
right before the world.

Dr. Gallaher kissed and shook hands with 
his brotherand Ansburgh. Whitehead, Wil- 
son and Curtin each shook hands with Ber- 
nard Gallagher and kissed Ansburgh fervent- 
ly. Convicts were conveyed to Millbank | 
prison in avan.

It 
is also stated that the houses in which the 
society has held meetings have been closely 
watcbed, and a raid was made recently on a 
house, where it was supposed a meeting was 
being held, but no arrests were effected. 
James Carey has been permitted to go out of 
Kilmainham jail occasionally of late, but this 
bas now been stopped, as the police deeline 
to hold themselves responsible for his safely.

Professor De La Fontaine. 
William Henderson, asteam-fitter, was then 
called to show that, instead of the simple 


machinery needed for rendering 
pu lard from swine fat, he 
had been employed to put up compli- 


eated machinery to reduce various foreign 
substances, such as cotton seed oil, tallow, 
ete. John Garland testified that he had seen 
bones. tallow, cotton seed oil, canning room 
scraps, gut and ‘“‘other fat taken out of hog’s 
carcasses’ thrown into the vat with leaf 
lard, and had seen the mixture when proper- 
ly heated drawn off through pipes into a 
tank, when it was put up in tierces and label- 


ed, “prime steam lard.’’ Henry Rausher 
testified that he had seen all 
portions of hog and _ beef carcasses 


chopped up and stuffed into guts which had 
remained without being properly cleaned and 
scraped for several days. 

‘It seems,’ said a well-known 
trade man to a reporter of the Chicago Tri- 
bune, “that from the rendering room of the 
vast establishment the lard is sent to four big 
tanks in the receiving room. Those mam- 
moth kettles hold 250 tierces each. No, 4 
tank was the receptacle of the melted talloW 
and cotton seed oil. Under this tank is a 
large vat, and from tank No. 4 there is a pipe 
leading back to the rendering room. From 
this tank the hot mixture of cotton seed oil 
and lard is pumped back into the rendering 
room in the general receiving tank, where it 
is mixed with the lard. You see that gives an 
adulteration of at least 25 percent. The dif- 
ference in price of this stuff and pure leaf 
lard is at least from five to six cents, and 
makes a difference of from $5 to $6 on a bar- 
rel. Garland testified to this, and Henderson 
testified as to how he laid these pipes. So 
you see no one Was cognizant of this funny 
work except the employes.”’ 

Mr. D. I’. Bremner, a wholesale manufac- 
turer of crackers and biscuits, stated to a 
Tribune reporter that the most troublesome 
thing in his business related to lard. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to get pure lard andcrack- 
ers made ofimpure lard donot keep well. 
Much ofthe lard in market contains 40 per 
cent of cotton-seed eleven pounds of 
which costs fifty cents. Mr. Bremner does 
not believe there isa pouad of pure lard in 
the market—that is, of rendered lard put up 
in tierces in the regular way by the wholesale 
trade. He gets the lard he uses from a small 
packer, paying him more than the market 
price, and havinga sample analyzed every 
few weeks. 

These are the developments of one day. 
Now, does any one believe that pure lard is 
sent—is ever sent in even a single instance— 
from the northwest to southern consumers? 
If Mr. Bremner, who consumes six tierces a 
day, can with difficulty procure pure lard in | 
Chicago, is it probable that a single tierce of 
pure lard’is sent to the south? We leave the 
case in the hands of our readers. 

THE MORMON ELDERS. 

One of our esteemed North Carolina ex- 
changes recently suggested the shotgun as 
the only complete remedy against the efforts 
ofthe Mormon propagandists who are now 
engaged in the work of making converts 
among the strictly rural classes of the popu- 
lation. These efforts are not confined to 
North Carolina, or to Georgia, or to the south. 
We have the authority of various enthusias- 
tic Mormon elders for saying that there is not

a state in the union, where their 
agents and emiissaries are not, at work, 
and there is , no law and no 
legalremedy that will teach them. They 


have been allowed to build a sort of religious 
safe-guard around prostitution, and under 
the federal constitution, no state or federal 
law can reach them. Congress has tried the 
experiment and failed, and Georgia has tried 
it and failed. 

There must be y somewhere for 
this sort of moral disease, and the remedy 
is with the people themselves, who are cer- 
tainly able to protect themselves and their 
women.

dy, very brutal one— 
not less brutal certainly than 
Mormonism, but too brutal to be em- 
ployed by those who claim to be ciy- 


ilized. There are C@ paratively milder rem- 
edies which may be made just as effectual, 
and the best of these is that which gives the 
Mormon propagandists to understand that 
the sentiment of the classes among which 
they seek converts has a very desperate tem- 
per behind it when once aroused. 

Two of the propagandists recently gave a 
reporter of the Charlotte Journal an outline 
of their operations in North Carolina. They 
arrived in that state some time last March. 
There are seventeen of these apostles of pros- 
titution at work in North Carolina, and since 
that time they have been holding meetings 
and making converts. .They have had con- 
siderable success. The propagandists work 
separately, but meet at stated times and 
places to compare notes and map outa new 
programme. They work quietly and system- 
atically, and their presence is known only to 
those who show a willingness to attend their | 
meetings. The propagandists must be 
good talkersand judges of human nature. 
They begin by riding about a neighborhood, 
stopping at houses asking fora drink of water, 
or for meals uatil they know the women, and 
the weaker of these are selected as victims. 
They are informed of meetings to be held. and 
invited to attend, and at these meetings the 
prostitution business is never disclosed, and 
the converts rarely know the fate that awaits 
them until they reach Utah. 

Before converts are received into the so- 
called “church” they are “baptised,” and the 
rule is to strip them naked for that purpose, 
These naked . baptisms occur at night, and 
the propagandists are supposed to havea 
good deal of fun on theirown hook, In one 
county in North © ‘arolina the emissaries hed 


paper man with great gusto. They saw two | 
women hoeing cotton in the field, approached 
and soon “converted” them, They then took 
them off to acreek, stripped them and “‘bap- 
tised’’ them, Next day the women left for 
Utah. Incidents of this sort are occurring all 
over the United States every day, What do 
the people propose to do about it? 

A CROOKED SERMON. 

Editor Medill, of Chicago, is a great preach- 
er, His pulpit is the Chicago Tribune and he 
fills itevery day with more or less ability. 
Sometimes, he preaches good sermons and 
sometimes bad ones; sometimes straight ones, 
and sometimes crooked ones. He is very fond 
of preaching about the south, but, strange to 
say, nearly all hissermons about the south are 
crooked ones. They are based on a political 
bias which prevents Editor Medill from seeing 
any good in this section orin this people. This 
political ,bias originated in the east. Editor 
Medill isa western republican, and western 
republicans take their arguments and their 
cues from the east. There is nothing origina] 
in Editor Medill’s prejudices agaihst the peo- 
ple of a large section of his country, for he 
borrows his prejudices, as he does hfs argu- 
ments, from the east, and he follows the ex- 
ample of his eastern contemporaries in parad- 
ing them upon every possible occasion, 

Editor Medill has just preached one of his 
famous crooked sermons for the benefit of 
Editor Watterson, of Kentucky. In the 
course of his crooked sermon, Editor Medill 
uses some very interesting statistics. He 
shows that there were forty-one criminals 
hanged in the north against eighty in the 
south last year. and that of the forty-nine 
criminals hanged this year, thirty-four have 
been executed in the south. Editor Medill says 
that he does not. print these startling figures 
invidiously, or as reflecting upon the south 
in comparison with the north. He also says, 
referring to Editor Watterson: ‘If the great 
moral teacher of- Louisville is to work for 
the reduction of crime in the south, he must 
notat the sametime attempt the work of 
criminal reform in the north.’’ Whether this 
applies to Editor Watterson, we shall not 
undertake to say; we have not been a wit- 
ness toany of his attempts to reform the 
criminals ofthe north¢: but it does apply with 
singular force and aptness to Editor Medill. 
Every reader of the newspapers is aware of 
the fact that there are ten k.llings, murders, 
or homicides in the north where there is one 
killing in the south, and yet, according to 
Editer Medill’s figures, the punishment -of 
crime is nearly seventy-five per cent greater 
in the south than in the north. 

' In view of these circumstances, would it not 
be well for Editor Medill and his esteemed 
colleagues to forego their attempts to reform 
the south, and confine their efforts to the 
north? The crookedness of Editor Medill’s 
sermon consists in the fact that he applies it 
to Editor Watterson instead of to himself. 
If the punishment of crime is seventy#ge 
per cent greater in the south than in 
north, let Editor Medill so direct his efforts 
that the punishment of crime in the north 
will, in some remot@ degree, approach the 
extent of its commission. Until this is the 
case, Editor Medill need not consider the 
south missionary ground.

The Shenandoah Valley's Achievements. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 7 

The Shenandoah valley of Virginia has furnished 
many ihemes for song and story, but it has never 
appeared clothed with the same interest that busi- 
uess enterprise and industrial development invest 
iinow. Theregion is a partof that continuous 
limestone valley which stretches through the mid 
die and borderstates from the Hudson river to the 
Pennessee river, It is a great natural highway, 
which has long invited adequate development. 
From Hagerstown, Maryland, to Roanoke, in Vir- 
ginia, a distance af 240 miles, the Shenandoah Val- 


ley railroad forms a link to complete a system 
having the choice of Philadelphia, Balti- 
more or Norfolk as shipping outlets. or 
markets for tbe valley of Virginia for all 


of southwestern Virginia, and the border counties 
of Tennessee aud North Carolina. This extensive 
region isrichin minerals, as well as agricultural 
products, timber and cattle. A good deal of freight 
has been taken to Baltimore under tratfic rates by 
the Western Maryland railroad with the syndicate 
controling the Shenandoah Valley and the Norfolk 
and Western railroads; butitis hardly a tithe of 
the business which finds direction towards other 
markets In fact the Western Maryland railroad 
and the city of Baltimore get no more business than 
they can actually command under the eircum- 
stances. Like thé Western Maryland railroad, the 
Cumberlandand Pennsylvania railroad also works 
under harmonious traflic arrangements. 

It wasa hard pull to place wheels on the Shenan- 
doah Valley railroad. The enterprise bent before 
the panic of 1873, and the road was only completed 
twelve months ago. Much of its coustruction is 
temp rary, but its builders proceeded on the theory 
that it was easier to secure meney for betterments 
than for original construction experience proved 
the wisdom of this conclusion. By degrees capital 
has been couSolidated in the handsof Philadel 
phia, New York, and other northern capitalists, 
who have a vroad and ssgacious policy, which 
binds to them all the diversified local interests and 
centralizes power in & system of their creation. 
Some steps are yet to be taken to complete this 
consolidation; but it exists now as much asit ever 
will be when all the purposes of its managers and 
promoters have been fully consummated. 

On the completion of the Shenandoah railway in 
1882, and the transfer ofthe Atlantic, Mississippi 
and Ohio railway to the Norfolk and Western com- 
pany. operating arrangements were made wnich 
practically added anew trank line to the railroa1 
systems ofthe south. Itis understood such neégo- 
Uiationus are ou foot as will result very soonin the 
ownership by one management of the Norfolk and 
Westernand the Shenandoah roads. Trafic, it is 
stated, has jumped on these roads almost beyond 
the powerof managing ‘it, and $1,006,000 a year 


is expended for equipment to meet 
the requirements of business. In time the 5-foot 
gauge of the Norfolk and Western road will be 


made to conform to the standard gauge, 4 feet 
*’4 inches, of the Shenandoah, The bruad gauge 
Was pecuiiar tO southern roads, the idea being that 
trade could be controiled and forced by this to 
build upsouthern ports To meet present require- 
meuts several acres of standard gauge trucks are 
kept at Roanoke for shifting 

ihe recent purchase of the Washington and Ohio 
road and its franchises by tne shenan- 
doah coinpany adds au important arm to the trunk 
line. Toattach the purchase to the system it is 
only necessary to grade and lay tracks from Round 
Hill,in Loudon county, to Berryville, Virginia, 
a distance of twelve miles. The route is over the 
ridge, but the grade is not heavy and the cost will 
be small, whiiethe advantage to the system will be 
immense. The franchises include the right-of way 
oVer the Alexandria road into Washingtou City and 
into the Sixth sireet depot of the Liltimore and 
Potomac road.

The Washington, Ohio and Western, 

WASHINGTON, June i4.—Unless the plans now 
projected should fail, itis likely that the Shenan- 
doah Valley will have a direct Washington con 
nection before another year, and the Virginia Mid- 
land, a vigorous Competitor for southwestern traf ¢. 

Of the three railroads started from Washington and 
Baltimore to the middle coal fields a generation ago 
one isnow a great trunk line, one a local road, and 
the other has just been sold out after a long re- 
ceivership. The Baltimore and Ohio had the en- 
ergy versistence and ability of John WwW, 
Gurrétt, the Westera Maryland was 
amunicipal job, and the *Alexandia 
Loudin and Hampshire, which had from congress 
to cross the Long bridge and to build a road aiong 
the line of the old canal, had neither. 
The’ latter road was buiit fifty-two’ miles 
from Alexandria to Round Hill, where it butted 
against the Blue Ridge aud stopped, though it had 
the guarantee of a subscription of $300,000 to iis 
stock from Page and Clark counties as soon as it 
crossed the ridge and got over to the Shenandoah 
valley. Theroad went iato bankruptcy, was sold 
out and rechristened the Washington and Qhio. 
ihe new owners put a@ first mortgage on it, then a 
second and then a third, and, though the state of 
Virginia bad spent $2,000,000 of money on the road, 
and they had raised in this way nearly $2,000,000 
more, they were unable to meet the interest, and 
the receiver again steppedin. He held sway for 
several years, until finally the different classes of 
mortgagees Came lo an agreemeuttopro rate the 
amount realized, and Commissioners were appoint- 
ed to sell the road. 

At the first sale the road was bid offby New York 
parties, and the preliminary payment was made 
with a forged check, or at least one which was not 
good, and the road was sold over again lately. 

After some vexatious opposition by the people 
who bought itatthe first sale, the property was 
again sold to other gentlemén from New York, and 
the sale has been confirmed by the court. The 
franchises of the read and all its property have 
since passed into the control of gentlemen, many 
of whom are already largely interested in the She- 
nandoah Valley and the Norfolk and Western, and 
friendly to the Pennsylvania railroad system. 

They will reorgnizeit as the Washington, Ohio 
and Western, and, if they meet proper co-operation 
from Virgi.ia parties, as Soon as possible extend it 
across the Blue Kidge to Berryyille,.a disiance o 
e ghieen miles. 

Phe line will have pretty heavy grades, and new 
surveys are to be made before the company decides 
whetherornot to putin «tunnel of about half a 
mile, which would shorten the distance about two 
miles. The construction of this connecting link 
will make the new road a connecting link in the 
shortest route to New Orleans, aud that right 
through Washington, and it will give the Shenan- 
doah Valley ana the Norfolk and Western a direct 
route to Washington aud a line to Baltimore 
independent of the Western Maryland, though the 
distance will be about the sume as by way of 
Hagerstown. It will also have the backing of over 
2 500 miles of road to which it will furnish the natu- 
raloutiet.

PRUSSIA AND THE POPE. 


The Vatican Growing Favorablete the Proposed Leg- 
isiation by Germany. 


_ Rome, June 14.—The recent action of Ger- 
many, respecting the May laws and ecclesias- 
tical legislation has oceasioned much differ- 
ence of opinion at the vatican, and there isa 
growing tendency in the highest quarter in fa- 
vorof accepting the concessions offered by 
Germany, and of not opposing the intended 
le i lation.

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YELLOW FBEVERIN VERA CRUZ, 


A Malignant Type Said to Prevail—An Alarming 


Death Kate. 

Vera Crez, via Galvston, June 14.—In re- 
spect to the report published yesterday in New 
York that a malignant type of yellow fever pre- 
vails in this city, and that large numbers are 
dying; it may be stated that the fever which 
prevails here is colentura. This 1s a local 
fever, and is not akin to yellow fever. It is, 
however, unusually severe this year. ‘he 
local authorities have always prevented 
the publication” of the number of 
deaths occurring here, so that the figures on 
that point cannot be given. The death rate 
at Vera Cruz is generally high, owing to the 
fatal effects of this disease among the unac- 
climated troops stationed here. In the years 
of 1881 and 1882, fully seventy-five per cent 
of the deaths in this city were among the 
troops. The Mexican telegraph-company has 
13 employes stationed here, all foreigners, 
one only of whom has had the fever this sea- 
son, and he is now convalescent and ready 
for'duty. 


RARTHQUAKE IN ECUADOR. 


The Rouses in Danger of Falling and the People 


Afraid of their Lives 

Panama, June 14.—The Star and Herald 
says; The earthquake in Ecuador on May 19 
was felt intensely im some parts of the inte- 
rior. There was a great alarm at Quito, 
where the people, fearing a cataclysm, en- 
ose, 98 in the streets. In Latacunga, which 
is subject*to earthquakes, and was utterly de- 
stroyed by one last cengury, the shock was 
very severe, overthrowingsevera! houses, while 
those remaining threaten to fall at ae | mo- 
ment. The villagesin the vicinity are almost 
completely destroyed. On the arrival ot 
the diligence at Latacunga, the mules were 
taken out and vehicles pulled through the 
streets by men, lest the rumbling should 
shake down the houses, Catopaxti is in ac- 
tive eruption, and the people in the vicinity

MAY REPORT OF THE COMMISSION. 
ER OF AGRICULTURE. 


Soms Interesting Fects About the Cultivation of 
S:ik— More Eggs to Be D stributed—Some Hints 
Ou Hendling Worms--A Report on the 
Cost of Raisirg Cot' en in Rockdale. 


The report of the commissioner of agricul. 
ture for the month of May was issued from 
the press yesterday. It contains much infor- 
mation of interest, aside from the report of 
the condition of the crops. The statement of 
the condition of the crops was fully set forth 
by Tue CostrtuTion some days ago, The Ful- 
ton county correspondent says: 

“The present condition of the crop in Ful- 
ton is not as good as it was this time Jast year, 
owing to the continual cold weather. There 
has been considerable falling oft of the fruit 
in the last ten days, which indicate a short 
crop. Small grain ten days later than last 
year, but the farmers are well up with their 
work. Asa general thing, there seems to be 
more energy and thrift in this county than I 
have seen for years and less supplies bought 


on time than I ever knew in this county.” 
SILK CULTURE. 

Commissioner Henderson gives some inter- 
esting facts about silk culture in the state. 
After speaking of the hurried distribution of 
the million eggs a few weeks ago he says: 

‘‘A number of personsin Georgia are anx- 
ious to engage in silk culture, and who need 
only to be cncouraged by the gratuitous dis- 
tribution of enough eggs to make a begin 
ning. Iam even now (June) receiving occa- 
sional applications for eggs, from not only 


, citizens of Georgia, but most of the gulf 


states. 

In view of the interest manifested and the 
evident desire to engage in the business of 
growing silk, I have engaged a limited quan- 
tity of eggs of a choice variety of silk worms 
for gratuitous distribution next season, to 
citizens of Georgia only. It is not advisable 
for amere beginnerin the business to com- 
mence with a stock of more than one thou- 
sand eggs, though one experienced and active 
person can easily attend to from 50,000 to 
100,000 worms, provided he is properly pre- 
pared and has abundant and suitable food for 
them. A beginning made with a few thon- 
sand, cr even no more than one thousand 
worms, will enable the culturist to acquire 
the necessary experience in the details and 
general management of a cozoonery, which 
will be absolutely pecessary to success in 
handling a large number. : 

WORK FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 
Women and children, and partially disa- 
led men, may find lightand profitable em- 
ploymentin growing silk. The season of 


active operations continues but ashort time— 


say from®March Ist to June lst—and this pe- 
riod will coverall the details of the business 
from the hatching ofthe eggs to the laying 
of eggs again, and during four or five weeks 
only will the work be exacting. A lady, so 
minded, can easily manage twenty-five or 
thirty thousand worms without serious en- 
croachmenton the time necessary to the 
other duties of the household, and may real- 
ize anet profitof fifty to seventy-five dol- 
lars. Those who purpose engaging in the 
business next season should make the neces- 
sary arrangements the coming fall and 
winter, tosupply food for the worms. The 
leaves of any of the bearing varieties of mul- 
berry will answer the purpose, but the morus 
multicaulus and morus alba are the best. The 
common osage orange furnishes an abundance 
of excellent food for the worms. Indeed, 
they seem to prefer the osage orange to any 
mulberries. The quicks, or one year old seed- 
lings, may be obtained from northern and 
western hedge-plant growers at very low 
prices by the thousand, and if set out in rich, 
well-prepared land very thickly, a thousand 
plants will probably furnish sufficient food 
the first season for one thousand worms, and 
the second season a much greater amount. 
Applications for silk worm eggs are not in- 
vited at this time, but due notice will be 
given through the papers when they should 
be sent forward.

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BLACK BEARD’S ISLAND, 


A Success‘ul Effert to Ketain a Quarantine Station at 
that Point. 

On the 2d of June Mayor Lester, of Savan- 
nah, addressed a letter to Governor McDaniel 
urging him to use his infinence with the 
president to secure the continuance ofa 
quarantine station at Black Beard’s island. 
He says: 

“The subiect is one of eonsiderable im- 
portance to us, and that you may understand 
iwillexplainthe matter as follows: The 
ports of this coast are constantly exposed to 
the introduction of yellow fever through the 
sbipping from tropical ports. It is consider- 
ed that yellow feverisnot indigenous to this 
climate, but that its existence here is caused 


by importation from other countries. 
It is most important, therefore, that 
no infected vessel should be 


allowed to enter our ports or to have com- 
munication or contact with other vessels or 
persons about the port. The means of pre- 
venting thisis quarantine, but the quarantine 
facilities of the city of Savannah render it 
almost impossible to compel a strict quaran- 
tine. Two or three years ago congress estab- 


lished what was known as the natonal board 


of health and appropriated large sums of 
money to be used by it. This national board 
of health established a quarantine station on 
Black Beard’s island, off the coast of Georgia 
between Savannah and Darien, to which sta- 
tion all the ports of Georgia, South Carolina 
and Florida have the privilege of sending 
such vessels as are infected with disease, This 
you will observe is the great meangaf safet 
to all our »0rts, inasmuch Black 
I} -ard’s island is isolated and there is no means 
of ordinary communication between vessels 
sent to that port with vessels at other ports. 
The last congress refused to continue the ap- 
propriation to the national board of health, 
and this station is about to be abandoned, un- 
less some other means are found by which it 
can be kept up.”’ 

Governor McDaniel laid the matter before 
the president who submitted it to the secre- 
tary of the treasury, Yesterday the follow- 
ing was received by him:

DEATH OF JOHN M,. CLARKE, 


End ot a Loug Uareer—Early Life—Succeas at the bar 
aud in Politica. 

Yesterday at noon died Mr.John M. Clarke at the 
residence son, Colonel E, Y. Clarke, on 
Mitchell sireet. wysentery was the immediate 
cause of his death, though he has been in failing 
health for months past.
